Wo welcome a new publication to the campui 
today. Volume One, Number One of "The Fig 
Leaf", hits the stands this morning. 

"The Fig Leaf" represents an attempt — 
and, for a beginning, a good one — to bring 
Humour back to McGill.

(He 
was always one for deep 
tilings.) In the old days when 
I was short of cash, I used 
to dash down to the nearest 
library, pick up an old obscure 
piece of music, transcribe it 
for modern instruments and 
send it off to the publisher. 
These things were so success- 
ful, they were soon in the re- » 4 
pertory of every orchestra and 
professional musician, that 
printers would cry for them, 
performers would die for 
them, and the public lapped 
them up. Everybody was hap- t 
py, I was eating. The publish- 
ers were eating. The per- 
formers were eating. The au- 
diences didn't care what was 
eating them — they were en- 
joying themselves." 

"But before long too many wise- 
guys climbed onto my bandwagon. 
They began making their stuff 
more and more sophisticated and 
difficult and gradually it became 
so hard to perform that it appeal- 
ed to only a limited number of the 
artists before the public." . 

"So a bunch of half-baked ama- 
teurs, indignant at being showed 
up for whnt they were, people who 
had never even heard of all this 
music until I and others like me 
had started digging it up and 
dressed it properly, these people 
began screaming murder. 

He was becoming incoherent at 
this point and drooling a bit. 
Methuselah 

They said we were misrepresent- 
ing the composers' intentions. In a 
lit of pique, they started the fad 
of going back to Methuselah. So 
everybody began digging the brok- 
en flutes out of their attics, and 
old broken down pianos, and even 
the silly old harpsichords. Then 
the avantgardcists climbed on the 
bandwagon until today there isn't 
a second rate composer alive who 
can make a decent living without 
teaching. And what's much worse 
all those clippies who started this, 
who haven't the technique to per- * 
form a well written piece of music 
to save their lives, dominate our 
musical scene." ^

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PLAYER'S CLUB OPENING 

A Review of Hedda Gabier 



MIGHT 



Thursday was opening night of 
tho Pluycra Club production of 
llcddn Gnblcr. The play is a port- 
rait of an evil, self-eentered 
woman. 

The part of llcddn is an ex- 
tremely difficult one to piny. It 
requires an accomplished actress; 
a mature woman, a woman who is 
ahle to give the part the depth of 
feeling, the depth that Ibsen meant 
it to have. 

Aristocratic Hedda 
llelga von Eeii-ken is a 
_k young girl. Nevertheless she 
is aide to do an extremely 
competent job with I he part. 
Physically, although she is not 
quite Hie llcdda of my imagi- 
nation, she suits the character 
* extremely well. She is every 
inch the aristocrat; tall and 
slim and very handsome she 
is able at many times to be, 
not just to act. General f»a- 
bler's Daughter. 

She does however seem to be just 
a little taken with herself as Hed- 
da. In the first act particularly she 
seemed to forget to be "real" and 
become rather caught up in the 
mechanics of acting. Act II snw 
her much more relaxed. Still there 
was the occasional lapse when Hel- 
. ga was sarcastic to Judge Brack 
when Hedda would not have been. 

Lines Annoying 
lledda's exit lines were particu- 
larly annoying. She fairly scream- 
ed them. The stage directions at 
the end of Act I instruct "with cold 
eyes". We should expect u cool con- 
trolcd fury rather than the frenzy 
of hysterics. The same holds true 
at the end of each act. It is a small 
quibble but exceptionally nnnoylng 
to an audience. 

All told, Miss von Eickcn gave 
an absorbing picture of the woman 
Gabier, a woman who could say, 
"Oh, what a curse that makes 
everything I touch turn ludicrous 
und sordid," and be believed. 
I'eter Engcl as Geog Tes- 
man did an outstanding job. 
lie was able to be fussy and 
pedantic. He did not suffer 
from the slowness of Act but 
rolled right into the part from 
». the first instant that he came 
on stage. 

Engcl ably plays all the subtle- 
ties of the character. His glee at 
learning of Lovborg's redemption 
was thoroughly effective. As was 
his expression of shock and fear at 
discovering later that Lovborg 
would threaten his professorial ap- 
pointment. 

Horror to joy 
His most difficult moment was 
when he was required to show a 
transition from horror at learning
